Remaining controls aré designed to help employers and 
workers—and actually require only minor assistance from 
the public. 


YOU ARE URGED TO COMPLY WITH, THE FOUR 
CONTROLS WHICH REMAIN: 


1. Employers MUST notify the Na- 
tional Employment Office of any 
need for workers, as soon as that 
need is known—and before any- 
one is engaged to fill the employ- 
ment vacancy. 


3. Unemployed workers seeking em- 
loyment MUST register with the 
Rational Employment Office if 
unemployed for 7 consecutive 
days. 


Generally speaking, any em- 
ployer or employee fust give 7 
days’ notice to the other party of 
any intention to terminate em~- 
ployment. (Form NSS 120 is still 
required.) Exceptions may be
